Tbe maker of tbo 
choose, Mr. 3, A. Rnddick o.f Wood- 


1 fltock, Cnnaelo, writes in Tho .Fanner's 
Advocate of tbo diillouHy of producing a 
fancy article in the spring, owing to tbe 
character of tbe milk. A great deal of 
this trouble might, however, ba over- 
come by additional oare in bundling it, 
and by modifications which should be 
introduced into the process of obeose- 
makiug, in order to produce oortain do- 
Hirablo qualities ii; tho cheese. 


Tho cheese maker, says Mr. Rnddiofc, 


finds in tlio spring that if ho would suit 
tho demands of the market, be must 
make a mild flavored cheese thnt will 
euro quickly nnd bo ready for tbo buyer 
as early as possible. These reqairemants 
of tbo market being somewhat different 
from tboso existing afc other seasons of 
the year, it is obvious tbnt some modi- 
fication of tbe process of making it is uee- 
essnry in order to meet thorn. It is horo 
that many of our makers fail, owing to 
a lack of a proper understanding of the 
particular effects that certain changes 
in tho procoss of making will havo 
on I ho resulting produce. Tho careful 
maker is always on bis guard against a 
surprise by tlio rapid development of 
lactio acid in the milk or curd so com- 
mon at this season, 
Ho is also very 


watchful of tho milk as it i.s received, 
and tho temperature boing rather low, 
objectionable taints or odors aro uofc al- 
ways easily do tec tod. Thoro aro two 
kinds of taints and odors—first, those 
that nro duo directly \.u tho loocl oaten 
by tho cow, aud, second, those duo to 
contamination after tho milk has been 
drawn. They may bo distinguished, it 
ia said, in tho following way: The first, 
or "food flavors," are most; noticeable 
immediately alter tbo milk is drawn 
from tho cow, and nevur got any worse, 
whilo tho other kind aro not proneut tifc 
all ut first, bnt only appear uftor tho 
germs have had timo to grow and de- 
velop'in tho milk.

ripening process cxunmcucas in tho vat 
or sink, and in Tact it prarouds vt'iy rap- 
idly at this sta;,'o ou account of tho ex- 
tra moisture in tho curd, thu high tem- 
perature and absfiico of salt. 
Since 


wo want a quick curing checso in tho 
spring we can nlwaya secaro tho samo 
by leaving slightly wori'mcisturo in it, 
using less salt and kouping up tho tom- 
prnituni in tiuj curing room. Tho curd 
should bo allowed to "mature" fully as 
much, ii' not moru, than at other sea- 
sons of tho yo.ir. 


In tins way a close, solid, yet 


"meaty" choose can bo made—a choose 
which will brfak down quickly. Of 
course it will not taku so long for tiio 
spring curd to maturo, owing to the 
moro rnpul dcvc'lopmc-nc of tho process 
nnd tlio ivhsonco of that class uf fermen- 
tation known to chce'-emakt rs as "gas" 
iu tho milk at this timo of tho year.

8ow » Mixture of Gnumut »nd Fertilizer* 


With Pure Bonvmeal. 


As a good lawn once made is apt ta 


remain amlisturbod for years care should 
be taken to have tho work properly 
done, for if rightly done it willAIast for 
years, aud if slighted in tbe beginning 
it will be .a constant source of annoy- 
auce and espouse. In making a now 
lawn, affcor tbo ground has beon thor- 
oughly dug or plowed to tho depth of 
10 or 12 inches, all troo or fihrnb plant- 
ing should be accomplished before tbe 
Burlaoo is fitted for tho sod, 


As a fertilizer Storrs & Harrison rec- 


ommend in their garden in a nun! puro 
bonemoal as boing lasting iu Us ofi'ccts 
and free from weed seeds. Apply at tho 
rato of GOO to 1,000 pounds to acre. 
Tbo soil should be thoroughly harrowed 
or rnkod to reduce to ns lino a coudi- 
tio»as possible- as woll ns to level ifc, as 
nothing detracts so much from tho ap- 
pearance of a lawn as an uneven sur- 
face. 


A f tor the seed has boon sown it should 


be takcd lightly, bo aa to cover it about 
one-fourth inch (loop. 
Sow tho seed as 


early in tbo spring as convenient, tho 
earlier tho batter, if tho soil is in good 
condition. No ono kind of grass will 
make a lawn that will koop beautiful- 
ly green all through tho sea&on, but; a 
mixture- oi! sovoral is Cbseutial, as boiuo 
varieties arc ino^t luxuriant in tho 
spring, others in summer, and, again, 
others in autumn, and a proper combi- 
nation of tboso various sorts is required 
to creatu and maintain a perfect oarpet- 
liko lawn. 


Old lawns will bo greatly bonofitvifl if

Tho blackh'sh in nature is shy, but in 


captivity, with kindness, it ia easily 
turned. Iu ono of tho pools of tho city's 
aquarium nt Castlo Gareleu there are a 
unmberof blaokfisu, including somo 15 
iuches li.ns and weighing two pounds, 
that will ta!>o food, live killios, or min- 
nows, from tho baud. Tho killia ia held 
jnst under tlio top uf tbo water and tiio 
blackli-.il comes up aud takes it, bomo 
moviua a littlo warily as viioneh inves 
ti^ating tlrst so us to mako suro that il 
was all riylit, and others coming up 
with ooiillelfiici', taking tiio flali friwn tlio 
fingers and .swallowing H wiili atmack. 


Sometimes a minnow escapes frou 


tlio ringers or from tho IHi that is try 
ing to tako it and darts away for safety, 
with two or throo bl.ickllsli, sometimes 
nToro, after it. Tho littlo minnow stieks 
close to tlio eelgo of tho pool and to the 
surface of the water. It is thus protect 
ed on ono sielo by the wall of tho pool, 
and at tlm sinfaco it can swim faster 
than its pu.suers, aud being so mucl 
smaller it can turn much quicker thai 
tho blaokflsh. It may go half tho liiigth 
of tho pool, hugging 'ho wall, and then 
dart across tlio pool at right angles, 
with tho big blackflsh still after it. So 
long as tlio minnow keeps to the top it 
is pafe, b'.ll if it goe's to tho bottom tho 
chances am greatly ngaiust it. In deep- 
er water tho bigger fish can do bettor 
than tlio smaller fish.

and deserve classification aa "she*1—for 
no one ever heard of an engineer calling 
his machine anything else—is attested 
by William H. Crawford, chief of tho 
constructing engineers' corps of the 
Baldwin works. 


It isiiot an uncommon expression," 


said C'bief Crawford, "to bear that snob. 
anel such n thing works with tha regu- 
larity of a machiiio, and ouo is uot sur- 
prised when snob, a comparison 14 made, 
lor machines aro supposed to worE" with 
mathematical regularity and never to 
vary from the speed or action to which 
they ore set The locomotive, though, 
is a striking oxcpptiou to this rule. It 
aeeins decidedly opposeel at times to a 
monotonously perfect performance of its 
work, and to riel itself of tbe expressing 
effect o'f sarooness it indulges in the 
most faiioii'ul and inexplicable freaks, 
driving its master into bewildering 
wonder.

In this rospoot tboro is a 
great similarity between 
locomotives 


and women. 


"No ouo ever hcarel of au engineer 


speaking of his nmcliino as 'he,' and no 
ouo ever will unless it becomes uioro 
submissive to reason or less inclined to 
oc6 according to its own whims aud 
caprices. Tbua on engineer must know 
his engine before bo can. manage it. He 
cannot mount a cab in which bo has 
never sat boforo and obtain good work. 
He must become familiar witn its hab- 
its anel ways, and whenever be changes 
engines bo has to begin all over again. 
Engineers do uot liko to go out ou any 
other engine. They never gain complete 
mastery over any, but approach

Also 
or the reason that female prisoners, 
while kept In separate cells, are 
within tbe bearing of the foulest lan- 
guage usually indulged in by those 
who make crime a Ills business.

second recommendation of 


lie grand jury should be acted upon 
as a means for properly caring for the 
unfortunate insane who so often need 
eatraint, and are now confined In 


as if they were common crimi- 


nals. But I arn of tbe opinion that 
»here is not sufficient room In the 
heriS's residence as now constructed 
,u put In tbe necessary cells

t not be wise, In view of the fact 
hat the roof of the sheriff's residence 
has done service .for a quarter of a

unfitted for jury work for days; be-

It will be too late after an 
assault be made in the sheriff or other 
officer which may result in his death 
and the Hoeratlon of a desperate prls- 
onur to repair the loss or atone for 
the result of a failure to ma.^e this 
provision.''
